hiH o p i n i t m s — il is not a pnnishmmit— i t is rather lo lai 
consi.lered a misfortune. 
It is a necessary act 011 account 
of his Bup{K»«ed tiiililness for his stalitm. 
Oil the other hand, xverc an iiidividnal fined or imiiri«- 
oned on account of nvoxving or defending any set of opin­ 
ions—tliis act xx.HiI.I he |no{)«rly considere.l a punishment, 
¡nasmncli as it !h Biippo»eil to Ik: the penally of crime. 
Such :xn act i«, therrrfiire, unjustifiahle. 
Thus an individ­ 
ual xvlio ha* incut reil an lionest tieht i« liable to forfeit a 
portion of his real estate, to make pajment to hi* creditor 
—hilt tins forfeiture is not a punislunent. 
But were ho 
imprisoned on acoount of this lionest debt—lie xvonld suf- 
fer what is consitJered as the penalty of erime— he would 
snfTer pnnishment. 
Ilcnce, as he has committed no crime, 
he wmil.l suflTei injuslice l.y such imprisonment. 
Again, if a representative of the i>eople haa adopted 
political opinions, leading him to certain acts which am 
siipposetl hy hi* constituents to he injnriou« to the public 
interest, they are justified in removing him Irom office. 
But this removal is not a punishment fur hi# opinion», he - 
cause it i* not intended aa Hie |»enalty of crime, and ii not 
supposed lo infliet disgrace. 
On the other hand, after be­ 
ing reinoxed from olhce, were he to he imprisoned for a t­ 
tempting to promnlgnt« his new political senlimenls, he 
woiihl Iherehy siifler punishment for his opinion», inasmuch 
as he stiflers the penalty of crime. 
A simple removal from 
office on account of one’s opinions, ia no more a pmiish- 
nient than simple removal from office on account of one sin- 
capacity. 
When Hie people employ a public servant, 
they are juitifiable in dismissing him for any supposed 
unfitncs.«, whether this unfitnes* arise from the peculiarity 
of llis opinions, from Ids ignorance, or from his general 
incapacity. 
When the simple removal from oflice is 
termed a punishment—the term is misused ; since the 
word piinishtrienl onglit never lo Ik: applied to any acts ex­ 
cept those whicli are considered as the fteculiar penalty of 


crime.
